At tho 
present season these terrific whirlwinds— 
soine of them five-hundred miles in diamctor 
continually traverse the China Sea ; and 
in 1874 the centre of one passed over Hung: 
Kong iteelf, On that occasion the waters 
of the httls bay, only a mile or two across, 
wer lashed into such fury that great, 
astgamery Were torn from their moorings and 
harled against the quays. ‘The sunpans, 
which may be termed the yundolas of Ohi- 
nesd waters, rere all wrecked, and anest of

Two 
large transports. there were, and an ironclad, 
the Bayard, newly: arrived from Eurupe, 
sand two other ivenclads were daily expected. 
Besides these we found the ordinary French 
squadron of the Chitia Station. There 
were three smart gunboats, 1a corvette, 
_ painted “in ‘white, 
‘Phos, this unknown andaecladed bay scom- 
ed alive with the tricolour, and it wasaut 
pleasant to think that there, within two 
days’ sail of Hong-Kong, lay'u foreo whieh 
nlaced the China Sea, with tho hundreds, 
‘almost the thousands, of British ships aud 


steaincrs tliat daily traverse it, at the 
meroy of France, The Bayard alone could 
enter Hong-Kong tarbour aud silence its 
woak defences mure easily than were the 
forts of Alexandria destroyed. ‘Tho latter 
at least buasted tqu-iuch Anuutrongs, 
whereas Hong-Kong | possesses nothing 
stronger than the sever inch Woolwich gun. 
The old Audactora, the unly British iron- 
clad on the Station, would be hardly able 
to steatn away from the powerful French 
frigate. Muking our way ont to ecn again 
threngh the islands, we stoumed tawards 
Haiphong, four hours distant, and arrived 
there during the night, However auesvss- 
ful Tongnin- may turn out as a French 
Colony, there can be oo question that, so 
far us Haiphoiig is concerned, it can never 
be'a very great port.
